Bassett explained that the lower 
water level will not dry out the 
area, but will lessen the depth of 
water in which the work must be 
done. 

The Pond water, even though 
bacterially safe, has been tasting 
bad ever since last summer. Bas-~ 
sett has explained that the algae, 
not harmful and not coming within 
the bacteria classification at all, 
had perfect conditions last sum- 
mer, Since that time, it has been 
impossible to clear the Pond of 
the growth, which adds the nasty 
taste to the water.

Some workable plan must be developed quickly to put 
some semblance of order into the rather confused commer- 


cial zoning picture. 

(nd the town also needs a sensible plan for industrial 
zoning — a subject that presumably is already under study 
by the Planning Board’s consultant. 

We have been faced in recent months with several zoning 
problems that required special action by the voters.
